Mumps Report 


Some confusion seems to exist 
as to what the state law is concern­ 
ing 
reporting 
of 
mump 
case*-. 
Township ami village health officers 
and physicians have had but few 
cases 
reported, 
while 
absentees 
from school are frequent as from 
mumps. 
Frank J. Sachs, village health of­ 
ficer of Arlington Heights, brings 
in the most recent statem ent of the 
state law, in force October I, 1928, 
which reads as follows: 


MUMPS 
Case: 
1. Every case and suspected case 
shall be reported immediately to 
local and state health authorities. 
(The local authority does the re­ 
porting to the stab*). 
2. Need not be placarded. 
3. Shall be excluded from school 
ami 
all 
public 
gatherings 
until 
termination of quarantine. 
4. Shall be quarantined for seven 
days from the onset of the disease, 
and until all swelling of the sali- 
ary glands have disappeared. 
5. Concurrent disinfection of all 
articles soiled with discharges of 
nose and throat. 
6. Terminal disinfection; 
clean­ 
ing and airing. 
C o n ta c ts :................................................ 
No restrictions on children or 
adults. 
All citizens who wish to be la w ­ 
abiding, will obey the law strictly, 
regardless of personal 
inconven­ 
ience.

NEW DEAL 
IN TAXES IS 
EXPLAINED 


Unfair Inequalities Being 
Stopped and Largely 
Prevented 


VY ith the actual work of reassess­ 
ment of real property in Cook coun­ 
ty about two-thirds completed, Wil­ 
liam II. Malone, chairman of the 
Tax Commission of 
Illinois, by 
whose order the Cook county re-as­ 
sessment is being made, is confident 
the result will be a boon to the vast 
majority of the million or 
more 
property owners in the county. 
Most People Will Benefit 
“A small minority benefited un­ 
der the old system whereby political 
debts were paid by favors in the 
form of low assessments; the rest 
stand to gain by the orderly, fair 
assessment in proportion to true 
value which the tax commission or­ 
dered,” sai<i Mr. Malone in a state­ 
ment issued today. 
Inquiries at tin Chicago office of 
the tax commission indicate a wide­ 
spread misunderstanding of both 
the object arui effect of the reas­ 
sessment, according to Mr. Malone, 
who was responsible for the origin­ 
al order and for the rules 
under 
which the reassessment is 
being 
made and who is following its prog­ 
ress with closest attention. 
To Adjust the Burden Honestly 
“Many 
property 
owners 
have 
gained the impression that under 
the reassessment all taxes in Cook 
county will be collected on the IOO 
per cent cash value of their prop­ 
erty,” said Mr. Malone. 
“That is 
not the case. 
It is true, the first 
step must be to find with absolute 
im partiality the fair cash value of 
all property. 
Rule ll, laid down 
by the commission to guide the re­ 
assessment, instructs the assessors 
just how this is to be done. 
Every 
step in the finding of the IOO per 
cent fair value is a permanent pub­ 
lic record. 
When all property has 
been valued by that yardstick, then 
the assessors and hoard of review 
must determine what percentage of 
tile fair cash value shall he taken 
as a basis for the 
collection 
of 
taxes. 
It will not be IOO per cent; 
It m ay be 38, or 40 per cent, for ex­ 
ample. When this percentage is ap­ 
plied to a fair and uniform list, we 
will lift a part of the load from 
the shoulders of those who have 
been doing, but the ordinary citizen 
for whose sake this order was is­ 
sued, will have no cause for com­ 
plaint.” 
Old System Was Hard On the 
Honest 
“The situation is 
simply 
this; 
(Leat inequalities had grown up in 
the assessment of real estate in this 
county. 
Where one man in a block 
gets his property assessed at next 
to nothing, his neighbor’s taxes are 
raised as a result. That the condi­ 
tion was general is shown by the 
thousands of complaints 
against 
the 1927 assessments th at came to 
the tax commission, by the 
more 
than one hundred thousand com­ 
plaints filed with the county board 
of review, and by the forty 
odd 
thousand cases actually filed 
in 
county courts. 
Only by a reassess­ 
ment could this condition be cor­ 
rected before 1931.” 
There is a nation-wide interest 
in the application of Rule Fourteen, 
tire Malone plan, under which the 
reassessment of real estate in Cook 
county is being made, while within 
the s t a t e other communities which 
complain of assessment unfairness 
are following its progress closely, 
the state tax commission reports.
